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PASSAGES FROM A LETTER WRITTEN BY JUDGE E. 
ROCKWOOD HOAR TO His SON, SAMUEL HOAR, WHO 
HAD JUST STARTED FOR THE CIVIL WAR. 



CONCORD, Mass., Dec. 15, 1862. 

My Dear Boy: 

I did not have the opportunity I had hoped to talk 
with you last evening and, therefore, take this op- 
portunity, when we are sending you your mittens 
and the envelopes which you forgot, to give you a 
few last words of affectionate counsel from home. 

One of your first duties as a soldier will be to take 
all the care you can of your health. The firmer that 
is, the better you will be able to do any service, or 
undergo any fatigue, required of you. To preserve 
your health, you must try to lead as regular and 
temperate a life as is possible. I hope you will not 
try to avoid your full share of labor, danger, or ex- 
posure, where either is necessary or called for. Take 
every proper occasion for bathing your whole body 
and scrupulously regard your personal cleanliness, 
no matter how much trouble it may give you. Have 
nothing to do with spirituous liquors of any kind. 
Take your food as regularly as you can get it, and 
neither eat immoderately nor go a long time without 
food, if you can avoid it. Especially be careful not 
to eat to excess after long fasting. 

I hope you will never disgrace yourself by any pro- 
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faneness or obscenity, and will avoid all conversa- 
tion and companions where they are practiced or 
allowed. 

Try to preserve a cheerful and contented spirit 
and encourage it in others. Bear hardships without 
grumbling and always try to do more, rather than 
less, than your duty. You will have occasion to be 
patient much oftener than to be brave. 

The duty of a soldier is unquestioning obedience 
but, beyond this, I hope you will cultivate a kind, 
respectful, and considerate temper toward your 
officers. 

I hope you are going with a love for your country 
and your cause, and with a determination to be 
faithful to every duty you have undertaken. My 
boy, you bear the name of one who, to the end of his 
honored life, never shrunk from a duty, however 
painful, nor from a danger to which duty called him. 
Be sure that you do no discredit to it! Neither by 
cowardice, by falsehood, by impurity,, by levity, nor 
by selfishness. Remember always your home and 
your friends those who will welcome your return 
with pride and joy if you shall come back in virtue 
and honor; who will cherish your memory if, faithful 
and true, you have given up your life; but to whom 
your disgrace would cause a pang sharper than death. 
Remember your obligations to duty and to God. And 
may these thoughts keep you from temptation and 
encourage and strengthen you in danger or sickness. 

And now, my dear boy, I commend you to God 
and to the power of His grace. May God bless and 
keep you. Think of your Heavenly Father in health 
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and in sickness, in joy and in sorrow. Go to Him for 
strength and guidance. You are very dear to our 
hearts and your absence leaves a great place vacant 
in our home. If it be according to His will, may you 
come back to us in safety and honor, but whatever 
is before us, may His mercy and love be ever with 
you and His grace be sufficient for you.

Dear Mr. Roberts: 

Your request for a few lines regarding the Stars and 
Stripes and the"Church Pennant," is cheerfully complied * 
with. 

The Flag of the United States is a symbol, a sign, a 
physical thing that calls to the mind of the beholder a' 
mental picture. Our speech and thought, language and '' 
literature, politics and religion are filled with symbols. 
The Perfect symbol is the Cross of Christ and the mere 
shape and form of it proclaim the birth, life, teaching, 
death and resurrection of the Man of Galilee. 

The Flag, with its colors, red, white and blue, and its 
stars is derived from these elements set forth in the word 
of God, the Holy Bible. 

The Flag may trace its ancestry back to Mount Sinai 
whence the Lord gave to Moses the Ten Commandments 
and Golden Rule, and the book of the law which testify 
of God's will and man's duty; and were deposited in the 
Ark of the Covenant within the Tabernacle whose cur- 
tains were blue, purple, scarlet and fine-twined linen. 

Before the Ark stood the table of shew-bread with its 
cloths of blue, scarlet and white. These colors of the 
Jewish Church were taken over by the early Western 
Church for its own and given to all the nations of West- 
ern Europe for their flags. When the United States 
chose their Flag it was of the colors of old but new in ar- 
rangement and design and they called it "The Stars and 
Stripes." 

"I am the root and offspring of David and the bright 
and morning star," Rev. 22:16, is in fulfillment. of the 
prophecy: "There shall come a Star out of Jacob" and 
"out of Jacob shall come he that shall have dominion." 
Numbers 46:17, 19. 



"Our Flag is of the colors, red, white and blue. Red is 
for courage, zeal, fervency. White is for purity, clean- 
ness of life and rectitude of conduct. Blue is for loyalty, 
devotion, friendship, justice and truth. The Star is an 
ancient symbol of India, Persia, Egypt, and signifies 
dominion and sovereignty. 

The Church Pennant, a triangle of white bearing a 
cross of blue, has been used on board vessels in the Navy 
for more than half a century during the performance of 
Divine Service. It is displayed over the National En- 
sign and at the same place of hoist to denote that the 
ship's company is diligently ttending to the worship of 
Almighty God. 

The method of display is to hoist the Pennant to the 
truck by its own halliards, and lower the Ensign by its 
halliards an amount equal to the height of the Pennant 
at the moment of beginning Service. At the conclusion 
of worship, the Church Pennant is lowered and the En- 
sign hoisted to the truck. 

The meaning of this simple ceremony is., not exactly 
defined in the instructions which direct that it be per- 
formed. It may have a significance to one that differs 
from its suggestion to others. 

To me, it has always been a symbol of God over All; 
and to the mind it brings a picture of Liberty and Union 
under the Constitution; a realization of struggle and 
sacrifice in the past; a belief in our peace and safety and 
national righteousness; a hope that the Flag, whose 
colors have come down the ages with the Decalogue and 
Golden Rule, will, under God, forever be the Ensign, 
Flag and Standard of Good Laws under the Free Gpv- 
' ernment to which we pledge, as did our Fathers, life, 
fortune and sacred honor."
